Mr. Christie, Honoured Guests, Staff of Weston 
Collegiate, Fellow Graduates, Ladies and 
Gentlemen. 

Tonight is surely a night of contrasts,a night 
when each graduate has divided emotions, both 
of great happiness and irreparable loss. As we 
meet once again, and probably for the last time 
as a class, we experience a feeling of loneli- 
ness; perhaps one of deep melancholy. Yet there 
is a feeling of joy, because we are all together 
again -- the wonderful feeling of security and 
warm friendship. 

That day last June, when we cleaned out our 
lockers, little objects and papers caught our 
eye, visible remembrances of our final year. 
There were test papers from the early part of 
the year which we looked at aghast. But there 
are some memories that do not have to be 
aroused by any tangible tokens for they are in 
our hearts, our laughs, our smiles. They have 
been inscribed there. The daily routine; walk- 
ing the halls in the morning; struggling from the 
basement to the top floor for chemistry; heading 
up a "downstairs", being hauled back by a teach- 
er; smiling, politely feigning ignorance; try- 
ing it again the next day. The thought of leaving 
Weston, once as distant as the sun, became a 
reality. This was our last Remembrance Day 
Service; our last Christmas Assembly, our last 
double French class together. Because of this, 
these things became more meaningful and 
sacred to us. 

I think that this was our "blossoming year". 
Instead of acting like teen-agers, we were young 
adults. We became aware that the school sys- 
tem was not set up for the purpose of learning 
that the earthworm has tiny feet, but for training 
our minds, for growing up, and for searching 
for a philosophy that we are to live by for the 
rest of our lives. This sounds as if we were 
model students. We were, toa point. Sports 
andextra-curricular activities also entered into 
our schedule. There was always fun at the foot- 
ball, basketball and hockey. Surely no one will 
ever forget last year's fourth consecutive 
Ontario Championship, won by our team in 
Chatham. 

Then there were our dances. The football 
dance, where we chose a Mr. and Miss School 
Spirit; the Sadie Hawkins, with its long under- 
wear and vegetable corsages; the Junior Prom; 
the Annual At-Home, where we chose our school 
Queen. There was Music and Drama Night, 
when last year we performed "Тһе Heiress". 

During our four, five, or six years at Weston, 
many revolutionary changes have taken place. 
Weston Collegiate celebrated its Centennial and 
with it the retirement of Mr. Worden. This was 
the ending of an era. That same year we took 
the first step toward our four consecutive 
Ontario Hockey Championships. That Saturday 
night in Weston Arena will always be a highlight 
in my memory. Never have I seen such school 


spirit at Weston as I did that night, when we de- 
feated our arch-rival Leaside, in the final 
game. 

The following year, there was a shake-up in 
the cabinet. Mr. Christie assumed responsibil- 
ities as principal; Mr. Heard became vice- 
principal; Mr. Lancaster, head of the Mathema- 
tics Department, and our second Hundred Years 
were on. 

During our life at Weston, there were many 
people who influencedus. Among them, our 
teachers. We are not likely to forget Mr. 
Lancaster's classy ties. And then there is Mr. 
Thompson, who always taught us to do a move- 
ment in gym class two ways, the correct way 
and the way to leave our teeth on the gym floor. 
I know too, that Miss Hanlon's and Miss Smith's 
reading of the more dramatic parts of our 
French Authors, often made us wonder if they 
had not chosen the wrong profession. And then 
there was Mr. Ellison's swashbuckling Errol 
Flynn type characters. This brings a story to 
mind, (and it is all right to tell, Mother). Iam 
told of the English teacher who was discussing 
Shakespeare's Hamlet. He was saying, ''The air 
was charged with expectancy, Hamlet and his 
friends were standing on the battlements in the 
cold air awaiting the ghost--suddenly it appear- 
ed before them. What a dramatic moment! 
Hamlet is at last face to face with his father's 
spirit! In wonder and fear he cries out--John 
will you please put your gum in the basket?" I 
am still wondering why Mr. Whiting would not 
permit us to make hydrogen sulphide just before 
the lunch periods. To all of our teachers, we 
are grateful for your guidance. 

Next, I want to say thank you to a group that 
not one of us could have done without--our par- 
ents. Without you to back us up when the going 
was rough and to give us the "needle" when we 
were "slacking" we would have been unable to 
succeed. Graduation is precious to every par- 
ent;it signifies that your son or daughter is now 
a young adult, and no longer needs your full 
guidance. 

I think we are indebted too, to the people of 
Weston and to the Board of Education, which 
they have elected. It was they, who through the 
School and staff, which they provided and sup- 
ported, made possible the education which we 
have received here. А school without the sup- 
port of the community is not unlike a giant 
Steam locomotive, without coal. As a locomo- 
tive requires heat to generate steam, so that it 
may do the job it is supposed to do, so a school 
needs the support of the community which sur- 
rounds it to do its task well. And surely it is a 
task to produce good citizens for the future wel- 
fare of that community. 

Scholarship is the most important tradition 
in any school, and now at Weston it rests in the 
hands of the present Grade 13 class. From 
those of us who are graduating tonight, may we 
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wish you every success in this year. We know 
there will be times when you will be discour- 
aged and perhaps you will feel like giving up. 
Never hesitate to ask a teacher for help or 
guidance. He or she is there to help you and 
wants the best for you. 

Sir Walter Scott in a letter to his son, gave 
some very appropriate advice. "Аз for know- 
ledge, it can no more be planted in the human 
mind without labour, than a field of wheat can be 
produced without the previous use of the plough. 
No man can be deprived, whether by accident or 
misfortune, of the fruits of his own studies". 

As we the class of '61 say farewell, there is 
in my heart a sincere wish that only my class- 
mates will understand -- a wish we may never 
lose faith in "the daily double" -- "pink ele- 
phants" -- and God. by James Latimer

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NOTED GRAD ELWY YOST 


Live A Borrowed Life 


One of Weston's outstanding graduates, and 
after 19 years, still a Westonite at heart, is Mr. 
Elwy Yost. He was born July 10, 1925, at 
Weston, Ontario, the son of the late Elwy Yost, 
and Mrs. Josephine Yost. 


After completing his public schooling, Mr. 


Yost attended the Weston Collegiate, and took 
the General course. Mr. Yost remembers much 
about his years at Weston. His favourite sub- 
jects were History, Geometry, and English. He 
took part in school plays, one of which was a 
Shakespearian play done in modern costume. 
While at Weston Mr. Yost won a General Prof- 
iciency Prize. 

When asked his opinion of Mr. Christie, who 
was at the time Mr. Yosts Latin teacher, he 
commented, "Mr. Christie's aim with a piece of 
chalk was very accurate." 

Mr. Yost graduated in 1943, and then went on 
to study Chemical Engineering, which he failed 
very badly. When I asked Mr. Yost his views on 
the jump from High School to University, he 
said, "The jump between high school and Uni- 
versity was vast and ghastly." 

In 1944, Mr. Yost went into the infantry, 
where Billy O'Connor got him into the army 
show, and he met Frank Shuster. In 1945, he 
left the army, and took a course in Sociology at 
University College, University of Toronto. In 
1247, Mr. Yost formed a film club, and they 
even made their own half-hour movie. He did 
sammer stock, at the Brant Inn in 1948 and 
1249, In 1953, he did 7 months as an actor at 
te Niagara Barn, which was located on the pre- 
Sent site of Prudhommes. Mr. Yost also worked 
for the Toronto Daily Star, from 1948, to 1951. 


In 1951, he met his wife Lila, and they were 
married two months later, Mr. and Mrs. Yost 
both quit their jobs, and left for England in June, 
1952, where they did a little bit of everything, 
including ghost hunting. While on this vacation 
Mr. Yost did two bit parts in Moulin Rouge with 
Zsa Zsa Gabor. He worked for the BBC for a 
while, and then returned to Weston. 

When Mr. Yost came back to Canada, he 
thought that he would try to get into television, 
but he didn't get in, so he took a job in Weston, 
as a postman. 

Mr. Yost then went to work for Avro Aircraft 
as a human relations councillor, a job in which 
he considered himself a male Ann Landers. He 
left there after the crash of the Arrow. 

In 1957, Mr. Yost again showed his good 
Weston spirit, by writing an Epic poem for our 
centennial celebrations, "The World of 
Christopher Skye", which he dedicated "to 
teachers, to the era of the horse and buggy, to 
the old school, and to town and river ghosts of 
the past". Mr. Yost read his poem to a back- 
ground of music provided by the glee club. Mr. 
Yost was also chairman of the retirement com- 
mittee for Mr. Worden. Mr. Yost is. a great fan 
of Miss Wattie's, and, it was, in fact, Miss 
Wattie, who inspired the poem. 

In 1959, Mr. Yost went into T.V. and is now a 
panelist on the show Live A Borrowed Life. In 
that year Mr. Yost also worked for the Toronto 
Daily Star. He then went to summer school, and 
is now a teacher of History and English at 
Burnhamthorpe Collegiate, Etobicoke. 

As you can see, Mr. Yost has had a very in- 
teresting life, and if you follow his example of 
work, and perseverance, you too can have as 
full a life.

Although Weston C.V.S. did not go over its 
goal of one thousand dollars we did donate 
$728.51 to the United Appeal. 

Each form raised money either by a form 
project or by individual donations. Commercial 
Special, the top form, raised money by selling 
pop, popcorn, and taffy apples at a football game 
during Blue and White week. C11, second high- 
est, raised money by washing cars. Next was 
11E where money was raised by raffling off two 
tickets to any show in Toronto. 13A raised 
enough by individual donations to stand fourth. 
13C raffled off tickets for dinner at the Swiss 
Chalet, and 12D had a raffle for tickets to "King 
of Kings". 

Money of the United Appeal is used for many 
different things--the Cerebral Palsy clinic for 
rehabilitation of those who have had this dread 
disease; the school for mentally retarded child- 
ren; ће University Settlement House, where 
recreation is provided for families of the down- 
town area; various groups of social workers, 
and many others. 

A large amount of U.A. money is raised by 
Schools in the Toronto area. Students heading 
the fund drives in each school visited some of 
the U.A. agencies, and at a banquet for the stu- 
dent representatives, several speakers told of 
their experiences at these places. At this same 
banquet, the students were told that each school 
should set an objective of one dollar per pupil 
in the school. Some schools went over this ob- 
jective. Here at Weston our objective was one 
thousand dollars--only sixty-three cents per 
student. When we consider that this is not in 
actual donations, but from raffles, sales of 
candy and pop, car washes, and other means, we 
should realize that this is not too much to ask. 
Yet we did not reach this objective. We raised 
only $728.51--only forty-six cents per student. 

Let us all hope that more will be raised next 
year, and the students of W.C.V.S. will be truly 
givers who give according to their ability to 
give.

dictionary defines music as "the ar- 
t of sweet sounds" and singing as "to 
zmssic with the voice". Throughout thé 
mesic has taken many forms. Approxi- 
Six years ago Elvis Presley introduced 
form, rock and roll. Many people 
zall it music and for valid reasons. 


The tunes and arrangements are usually very 
simple. Looking at them from a writers point 
of view, they are trash. To write rock and roll 
one needs to know very little about music. Ten 
minutes was all the time it took to write one 
million seller. On the contrary, it takes a con- 
ductor such as Mantovani great skill to compose 
and arrange his music. The quality of his music 
reflects the years he has spent studying theory, 
harmony, and counterpoint. 

The lyrics of rock and roll are simple and 
often ridiculous. A song entitled "Hootchi 
Coochi Coo" substantiates the statement. Be- 
Sides being ridiculous, they degrade and misre- 
present love and marriage. Love was made 
Sacred and holy by God, but sorrow and bitter - 
ness, supposedly brought on by love, are favour- 
ite topics for rock and roll. Brenda Lee sang, 
"I didn't know love could be so Cruel". 

If you are honest with yourself you will real- 
ize that rock and roll singers can't sing. Yet, 
this is what they are raking fabulous sums for. 
A lack of power in their voice, a range of less 
than one octave, songs which are flat and out of 
key, and in some cases not even being able to 
carry a tune, are characteristics of these 
singers. Sometimes the tone of their voice and 
usually the background helps to compensate for 
these weaknesses. Some singers record under 
an assumed name which others openly try to 
copy the style of another singer who has made a 
lot of money. 

In many recordings contrived emotions play 
а big part. They create the impression that the 
Singer is trying his utmost to express himself, 
just as ordinary as the teenager trys to express 
himself in the things he does. Attentive listen- 
ing will reveal that in many cases the singer 
has a weak voice or is gasping for breath. 

To-day thousands of dollars are spent to 
boost singers with advertising. Pictures are 
carefully taken of the future star to make him 
appear like the type of personthe ordinary teen- 
ager would like to be. The managers have art- 
icles printed so that it looks as if his ciient has 
real talent and is tops. By constructing the 
image of the singer properly, records are sold 
because of the image, not the song. It has been 
proven in the career of many a performer that 
real talent will make its own way to the top -- 
without the aids of advertising and payola. 

These songs do a person no good, and there- 
fore do harm. Songs such as, "What Am I Liv- 
ing For?" are injurious to a person's emotional 
development and their outlook on life. The 
simple lyrics and tunes appeal to the lowest 
tastes and discourage the development of cul- 
ture. After seeing a rock and roll show for the 
first time, "savage" was the only way a column- 
ist could describe it. In marked contrast, good 
music stirs the mind and develops an арргесіа - 
tion for the finer things of life.

CERTIFIED NURSING ASSISTANTS’ COURSE 


The programme for the Certified Nursing 
Assistants was pioneered at Beal Technical and 
Vocational School in London and the students 
there work in conjunction with London's Victoria 
Hospital. A similar 2 year course was started 
here at W.C.V.S. inSeptember 1961, and our 
students work in conjunction with Humber Mem- 
orial Hospital. 

This course is open to all students who have 
completed grade 10 in the academic course. 
Half of the course includes the academic sub- 
jects of English, History, Physics, Mathematics, 
Home Economics and Physical Education. The 
other half of the course is divided between the 
practice and theory of nursing. In the portion of 
study devoted to theory we study Biology, Path- 
ology, Hygiene (Personal and Community), Re- 
lationships, Nursing Emergencies and Elemen- 
tary Nursing. The time allotted to practice of 
nursing includes demonstrations and nursing 
Skills both in the hospital and the classroom. 


At present we spend two mornings a week 
from 9:00 a.m.-12:25 p.m. on the medical and 
surgical floors. This time will be increased to 
two full days a week from 9:00 a.m.-3:30 p.m. 
later on in the year. Our practice of nursing 
will then extend to pediatrics, obstetrics and 
geriatric nursing care. 

In the hospital we wear the full uniform of a 
Certified Nursing Assistant. It is a white uni- 
form with a green crest on the left sleeve. We 
also wear a pin which identifies us asa 
"Trainee". 

I am quite sure the course is very success- 
ful for the students themselves have been en- 
thusiastic about the course and find it extremely 
interesting. Although the class is quite small 
this year, I am quite sure it will be filled to its 
capacity in the future. This is one of the great- 
est opportunities anyone could ever have offered 
to them.
